§ 1. Definitions.

(a) The term ‘‘corporation,’’ when used in this
act, includes private, quasi public and publie eorpo-
rations, an association, a joint stock assomatlon, or
a business frust.

(b) The term ‘‘person,’”’ when used in this act,
includes a natural person, a partnership, or two or
more persons having a joint or common interest,
and a corporation as hereinbefore defined.

(e¢) 'The term ‘‘utility’’ or ‘‘utilities,’’ when used
in this act, shall mean and include persons and cor-
porations or their lessees, trustees or receivers that

Any
utility which issues any such securities, notes, bonds,
stocks or other evidence of indebtedness, or assumes
any such obligation or liability, or makes any sale
or other disposition of securities, notes, bonds,
stocks or other evidence of indebtedness, or the pro- -
ceeds thereof, for purposes other than the purposes
specified in the order of the commission with re-
spect thereto, shall be liable to-a penalty of not more
than ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, but such
utility is only required to specify in general terms
the purpose for which any securities, notes, bonds,
stocks, or other evidence of indebtedness, are to be
issued, or for which any obligation or liability is to
be assumed and the order of the commission with’
respect thereto shall likewise be in general terms.
The willful act of any officer, agent, or employee of a
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utility, acting within the scope of his official duties
or employment, shall for the purpose of this section
be deemed to be the willful act of the utility. All
applications for the issuance of securities, notes,
bonds, stocks, or other evidence of indebtedness or
assumption of liability or obligation shall be placed
at the head of the commission’s docket and disposed
of promptly, and all such applications shall be
disposed of in sixty days after the same are
. filed with the commission, unless it is necessary
for good cause to continue the same for a
longer period for consideration, whenever such
application is continued beyond sixty days after
the time it is filed, the order making such con-
tinuance must state fully the facts necessitating such
continuance. Provided, the provisions of this sec-
tion shall not apply in any instance where the issu-
ance.of such securities, notes, bonds, stocks or other
evidence of indebtedness are subject to the super-
vision ov control of the Federal government, or any
agency thereof. However, where an application is
filed or is pending before the Federal government,
or any agency thereof, the commission may, in its
discretion, appear as a party to the proceeding if
the issuance of such securities by the Federal gov-
ernment or any agency thereof, will materially af-
feet any utility over which the Commission has juris- -
diction, :

(1) Public Convenisnce and Necessity. No
utility, person or corporation shall begin the con-
struction, of any plant, equipment, property or facil-
ity for furnishing to the public any of the services

" enumerated in Section 1 of this act, except ordinary"
extensions of existing systems in the usual course
of business, unless and until it shall have obtained

- from the commission a certificate that public con-
venience and necessity require such construction.

+
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Upon the filing of any application for such a certi-
fieate, and after a public hearing of all parties inter-
ested, the commission may, in its discretion, issue or
refuse to issue, or issue in part and refuse in part,
such a-certificate of convenience and necessity. Un-
Tess exercised within a period not exceeding one year
from. the grant thereof, exclusive of any delay due
to the order of any court or to failure to obtain any
grant or consent, the authority conferred by the is-
suance of the certificate of convenience and necessity
shall be null and void, but the beginning of any new
construction or facility in good faith, within the
time prescribed by the commission and the prosecu-
tion of the same with reasonable diligence, shall con-
stitute a compliance with such certificate. Any per-
son or group of persons may come before the com-
mission and by petition ask that any utility be com-
pelled to make any reasonable extensions, and the
commission shall proceed to hear and determine the
reasonableness of such an extension and whether
the ‘petition should be sustained either in whole or
in part. ‘ , ;

No utility shall henceforth exercise any right or
privilege under any francHise or permit hereafter
granted, or under any franchise or permif hereto-
fore granted, the exercide of which has been volun-
tarily suspended or discontinued for more than one
year, without first obtaining from the commission a
certificate that public convenience and necessity re-
quire the exercise of such right or privilege. Fur-
ther, no utility shall, from the time this act becomes
effective, -apply for or obtain any franchise, license
or permit from any municipality, or -other govern-
‘mental agency, until the commission has granted to
the said utility a certificate of necessity and con-
“venience showing that there is a demand and need

for the service sought to be rendered.
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All earriers or conveyers of electricity or electrie
power are hereby declared to be common carriers
and subject to the obligations incident thereto.

(m) Test of Meters. The commission may pro-.
vide instruments for and carry on the examination
and testing of any and all appliances used for the
measurement of any procuct or service of any utility
or for the examination and testing of any devices or
appliances of such utility used for testing for ac-
curacy any and all appliances used for the measure-
ment of any product or service of such utility. Any
consumer or user may have such appliance tested
upon payment of the fees fixed by the commission.
The commission may declare and establish reason-
able fees to be paid for testing such appliances on
the request of the consumer or user, the fees to be
paid by the said consumer or user at the time the
request is made, but to be paid by the utility and
repaid to the conswmer or user if the appliance be
found commercially defective or inaceurate to the
extent or more than two per cent to the disadvant-’

.- age of the consumer or user. :

(n) .Authority of the Cammission to Change
Coniract Rates. The commission shall have power,
under the provisions of this act, to enforce, origi-
nate, establish, change and promulgate any rate,
rates, joint rates, charges, tolls, schedules or service -

~ standards of any utility, subject to the provisions of

~ this act, that are now fixed or that may in the future
be fixed, by any contract, franchise or otherwise,’
between any municipality and any such utility, and
all rights, privileges and obligations arising out of
any such contracts and agreements regulating any
such rates, charges, schedules or service standards,
shall be subject to the jurisdiction and supervision -
of the commission; provided, however, that no such
rate, charge, schedule or service standard shall be
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changed, nor any contract or agreement affecting
same shall be abrogated or changed until and after
a hearing has been had before the commission in the
manner preseribed in this aect.

Nothing in this section or elsewhere in this act
contained is intended or shall be construed to limit
or restriet the police jurisdiction, contract rights, or
‘powers of municipalities or political subdivisions,
except as to the regulation of rates and service, ex-
clusive jurisdiction over which is lodged in the Pub-
lic Serviee Commission, o '

§ 5. Duties and Privileges of Utilities, Subject
to the Regulation of the Commission, ) :

(a) Rates. Tt shall be lawful for every utility:
To demand, collect, and receive fair, just and rea-
sonable prices, rates, fares, tolls, charges, or other
compensation for each and every service rendered
or to be rendered by it to any person or eorporation.

To employ in the conduet and management of its
business, suitable and reasonable classifications of

-its serviee, patrons, and rates; and such classifica-

tion may, in any proper case, take into account the

" nature of, the use, and quality used, the time when

used, the purpose for which used, and any other
Teasonable consideration.

(b)) Service. Every utility shall fornish ade-
quate, efficient and reasonable service and may es-

- tablish reasonable rules and regulations governing

the eonduct of its business and the conditions under
which it shall be required to render service.

(e) Schedules. Under such rules and regula- .
tions as the commission may prescribe, every utility

shall file with the commission, within such time and
in such form as the commission may designate,
schedules showing all rates established by it and
collected or enforced. The utility shall keep copies

.of such schedules open to publie inspection under
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such rules and regulations as the commission may -
preseribe. . | ' : ' ' ‘

(d) .Adherence to Schedule. No utility shall di-
rectly or indirectly, by any device whatsoever or in
any wise, charge, demand, collect or receive from
any person a greater or less compensation for any
service rendered or to be rendered by such utility -
than that prescribed in the schedule, or schedules,
of such utility, applicable thereto, then filed in the
manner prescribed in this act; nor shall any person
receive or accept any service from any utility for a
compensation greater or less than that prescribed
in such schedules. ~

(e) Discrimination.. No utility shall as to rates
or service make or grant any unreasonable prefer-
cnce or advantage to any corporation or person or
subject any corporation or person to any unreason-
-able prejudice or disadvantage. Provided, that noth-
ing herein contdined shall prevent any utility from
granting free or reduced rate service to its officers,
agents or employees, including physicians and attor-
neys, or the exchange of such free or reduced rate
service between any utility and other utility for
their respective officers, agents and employees, in-
cluding physicians and attorneys; nor to prevent any
utility from granting free or reduced rate service to
the United States, or to charitable and eleemosy-

“nary institutions and persons engaged in charitable

and eleemosynary work; nor to prevent any utility
from granting free or reduced rate service with the
object and for the purpose of providing relief in
times and eases of flood, general epidemic, pestilence
or other calamitous visitation. The terms offic-
ers’® and “employees’” shall include furloughed,
pensioned and superannuated officers and employ-
ees, and persons who have become disabled or
infirm in the service of suc? utility. Further, notice
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must be given the commission and its agreement,
obtained for such reduced rate service, except in
case of an emergency in which instance the commis-
sion shall be notified at least five days after such ser-
vice is rendered. No utility shall establish or
_maintain any unreasonable difference as to rates or
service either as between localities or as between
classes of service for doing a like or contemporane-
ous service under the same or substantially the same
conditions. The commission may determine any
question of fact arising under this section.

§ 6. Procedure.

Upon a complaint in writing
made against any utility by any mercantile, agricul-
tural or manufacturing society, or by any body pol-
itic or municipal organization, or by any public util-
ity, or by ten persons, firms, corporations or associa-.

(f) Witnesses. The commission and each of the
commissioners, for the purposes mentioned in this
act, may administer oaths, examine witnesses, and
certify official acts. In case of a failure on the part
of any person or persons to comply with any lawful
order of the commission, or of any commissioner,
or with process, or in the case of the refusal of any
witness to testify concerning any matter on which he

may be interrogated lawfully, any circuit court or a
judge thereof may, on application of the commis-
sion, or of a commissioner, compel obedience by pro-
ceedings for conterapt as in the case of disobedience
of the requirements of a subpoena issued from such
court, or a refusal to testify therein. Witnesses who
are summoned before the commission, and witnesses
whose depositions are taken pursuant to the pro-
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visions of this act, and the officer taking the same,
shall be entitled to the same fees as are paid for like
services in circuit courts. Said fees in each instance
are to be paid by the party in Whose behalf the: Wlt-
ness is subpoened.

(g) Depositions. The commission or any com-
missioner, or any party to the proceeding, may, in
any investigation or hearing before the commission
or any commigsioner, cause the deposition of wit-
nesses residing within or without the state to be
taken in the manner prescribed by law for ’cak:mg
depositions in civil actions.

(h) Privilege and Immunity. No- person shall
be excused from testifying or from producmg any
book, document, paper, or account at any inquiry by,

- account required of him may tend to ineriminate him

or subject him to penalty or forfeiture, but no per-
son shall be prosecuted, punished, or subjected to
any forfeiture or penalty for, or on account of; any
act, transaction, matter or thing concerning which
he shall have been compelled under oath to testify or -
produce documentary evidence, provided that no
person so testifying shall be exempt from prosecu- .

ing to law in the office of the commission, and certi- -

originals, shall be evidence in like manner as the ori-

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(j) Recording Orders. Every order, finding,
authorization or certificate issued or approved by
the commission under any provisions of this act shall
be in writing and entered on the records of the com-
mission.
